At that time she stated the purpose of her call was so that 
this office would be advised as to the activities of her em¬ 
ployer who was in this country on a temporary visa. She ad¬ 
vised that her real purpose in calling was to get "clearing 
papers."

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Subsequently, in 19l|.0, there was received from Con¬ 
fidential Informant T1I+, of known reliability, information 
which he had received from another source that GLASER be¬ 
fore entering this country and since his entry, had been 
very active in promoting a project for the settlement of 
all members of the Jewish race in an independent State. 

Tli+ also furnished a copy of a letter addressed by GLASER 
to the Department of Justice setting out information con¬ 
cerning himself as well as a copy of a memorandum pre¬ 
pared in the State Department covering an interview with 
GLASER in October, 191+0, at which time GLASER attempted 
to interest the State Department in his project. This 
letter also reflected that GLASER also enclosed a letter 
from the Polish Embassy and a memorandum which dealt with 
the solution of the Jewish problem. He stated in this re¬ 
gard that he is continuing to work on this subject in 
America and having devoted many years to various economic 
and social problems wished to continue in that field as 
well. GLASER stated that he felt, particularly as a 
foreigner, obliged to show his loyalty to the United States 
by communicating a detailed account of his activities to 
the Department of Justice, with the aim in view of obtain¬ 
ing clearing papers. 

As to his personal history, GLASER stated he was born 
in Sierpec, Poland, April 9, 1897J that after attending 
school in Poland he went to Palestine to further study and 
subsequently returned to Poland in 1911+. He then went on 
to state that from the year 1936, he devoted himself solely 
to the Jewish problem in Palestine and from the moment HITLER 
Germany had defined as her aim the liquidation of European 
Jewry, he was convinced it was essential for the Jews to 
take a new stand on their situation which no longer should 
be based on the assumption that democracy and liberalism 
would force an improvement of the Jewish situation by over¬ 
coming nationalistic movements in Europe. 

GLASER pointed out that he devoted all his energies to 
determining a method by which to aid the Polish Jews and 
spent several months studying in dets.il the eventual possi¬ 
bilities for a planned immigration to Palestine and the near 
East. He stated he was not in favor of Palestine but did not 
want to break away entirely from the Jewish leaders who had 
always supported the idea of Palestine. 

GLASER stated that at the end of 1936, he returned to 
Poland and conclusively formulated his project. /

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GLASER stated in said letter that the 
Jewish leaders in their struggles against him have even 
charged him a few times with having his work financed 
by the Polish Government and that he answered this charge 
by stating he had considerable resources of his own in 
Warsaw where his expenditures could be thoroughly checked 
and claimed he personally financed his work until the end 
of August, 1939* He stated that at the outbreak of the 
war in September, 1939# he fled from Polandjfco Rumania and 
on the basis of a letter from Sir WILLI AM i> '#ENNARD, the 
English Ambassador to Poland, obtained a visa from the 
English Ambassador in Rumania to visit in London. In 
Bucharest, he also obtained a French visa and after a few 
weeks stay in Paris, went to London where he remained a 
few months. He claimed that while he was in London, he

The children were told on 
this trip that Norway was nothing more than a large English 
colony. Both men were reported as strong, ardent Germans in 
favor of the Nazi regime. They were always preaching Naz i 
principles to the youngsters at the school. I 
pointed out that AWALT SCHNITZER had become employed in 
social service work at the Chicago Commons, Chicago, Illinois. 
He had expressed the opinion that he desired to go to Puerto 
Rico to engage in social service work there. 

| |was of the opinion that SCHNITZER may 

be using his social service work as Screen for his activities 
in securing information as to vital Government activities and 
that that is his real reason in wanting to go to Puerto Rico. 
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I I advised that SCHNITZER had sailed for 

Puerto Rico on May 4, 1940. 



I I Chicago Commons, 

Chicago, Illinois , was intervi ewed on May 22, 1940, concerning 
AWALT SCHNITZER. I l advised that the correct name of 

SCHNITZER was EWALD and not AWALT as previously reported. She 
stated that she engaged SCHNITZER to join the faculty of the 
Chicago Commons after having interviewed him at Putney, Vermont, 
where'he was teaching at the Putney School. 

She stated that SCHNITZER was a thoroughly trusted 
faculty member both at the Chicago Commons and at the Putney 
School. He taught Social Science and History. She described 
him as being very much interested in social work and interested 
in trade between North and South America. 


|_| stated her records reflect that SCHNITZER 

was born at Leipzig, Germany, and came to the United States 
in 1932. He was a student at Rochester University for a period 
of one year, and returned to Leipsig, Germany, where he 
received a Ph.D. degree in 193 5. She stated th at SCHNITZER 
was also recommended to her bv l I of the New York 

School of Social Work, 122 East 42nd Street, .New York City. She 
stated that she knew definitely that he was not pro-Nazi in 
his sympathies and he had strongly expressed himself as being 
opposed to the Nazi regime in Germany. He had stated that 
he believed in the Democratic principles of this country and 
appeared to b e interested in the United States continuing as 
a democracy. I expressed the opinion that SCHNITZER, 

probably left Germany for the reason that he was opposed to 
the Hitler regime there.

To Foreign Deals

Defense Secretary Lovett has 
ordered a swift and unrelenting 
investigation of a top civilian 
Pentagon official allegedly impli¬ 
cated in “influence” deals with a 
Belgian munitions combine, the 
Tim^s-Herald learned last night. 

Angered by the discovery that 
the trusted official reportedly 
uped his authority and Pentagon 
connections to help the Belgian 
company make advantageous bids 
on American ammunition con- 
' tracts, Lovett called for a thoro- 
going scrutiny of the official’s ac¬ 


tivities to determine whether he 
had violated any federal laws or 
regulations. The Defense depart¬ 
ment declined to reveal the offi¬ 
cial’s identity. 

The official involved in the in¬ 
vestigation is an executive of a 
large industrial company. He 
has an outstanding reputation in 
ordnance . production and was 
cited by one of the military serv¬ 
ices for his contribution to World 
War II munitions production. The 
official continues to hold a key 
position with his company while 
working part time at the Penta¬ 
gon. 

The investigation i& being con¬ 
ducted by Defense department’s 
office of military assistance, which 
handles munitions purchases over¬ 
seas, and the office for interna¬ 
tional security affairs. 

The investigation followed re¬ 
ports to the military assistance 
office that the civilian official had' 
tipped off the Belgian munitions 
combine what price to bid on a 
contract and had otherwise fur¬ 
nished Inside information which 
gave the company an advantage 
in bidding on American contracts 
for bazooka ammunition. 

A Pentagon attorney familiar 
with the military aid program and 


overseas purchases of munitions 
was sent to Belgium to check up 
on the reports of the official’s al-i 
leged improper activities. The at¬ 
torney returned last week and re¬ 
ported that the official’s dealing 
with the Bilglan combine were 
questionable and should be fur-; 
ther investigated to determine 
whether any laws had been vio¬ 
lated. i 

Defense Secretary Lovett did 
not learn of the preliminary in¬ 
vestigation until Saturday but ex¬ 
ploded wrathfully when told of 
the interim findings. He was said 
to be particularly disturbed be¬ 
cause the industrialist involved’! 
had not severed his ties to his* 
company while serving in his im¬ 
portant Pentagon assignment.
